Israel's readiness for concessions 
will be moulded to a large extent by 
Egyptian willingness to move ahead 
in a separate, bilateral negotiation, 
without linking its owm moves to 
progress on the Syrian or West 
Bank fronts. To date, specific Egyp- 
tian intentions are unclear, and Dr. 
Kissinger is due to transmit Mr, Al- 
lon's positions to the Egyptian gov- 
ernment and ellicit a concrete res- 
ponse from Cairo, thereby getting 
the negotiating process under way. 

Officials in Jerusalem could not 
say yesterday whether Egypt's Fo- 
reign Minister, Ismail Fahmy, will 
follow Mr. Allon to Washington or 
whether the U.S.-Egyptian contacts 
would be made through regular dip- 
lomatic channels. Hither way, the 
Israeli officials thought it would 
take some weeks until the Secretary 
had clarified and concretized the two 
sides’ positions sufficiently to begin 
actual talks, 

The officials did not know whether 
the Secretary planned another visit 
to the Middle East before Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhney's scheduled 
visit to Cairo, Damascus and Bagh- 
dad in mid-January. 

The deep withdrawal scenario 
would involve Israel's establishing 
8 new defence line well to the east 
of the Mitla Pass and some 60 kms. 
from the Suez Canal. The with- 
drawal would not embrace the Abu 
Rodeis oil-fields, which Israel would 
retain until a permanent peace ac- 
cord were achieved, 

The area evacuated would be de- 
militarized under ΤΙΝ control. 
Egypt's agreement to the demilitari- 
zation would be taken by Israel as a 
significant concession in itself — 
demonstrating Egypt's intent to 
move towards a political settlement 
rather than to another war. 

Egypt would be expected to an- 
nounce publicly that following the 
second-stage settlement it would re- 
open the Canal to international 
shipping. (The question of Israeli 
shipping and cargoes would have to 
be negotiated between Israel and 
Egypt.)

Israeli officials, be a decisive step 
towards pacification of the Suez 
front.

As Premier Rabin stated last 
week in an interview in “Ha’aretz,"

In that interview, which has given 
rise to criticism in both government 
and opposition circles because of its 
extreme frankness, the Premier said 
that Israel would insist on retain-

Mr. Rabin, moreover, indicated 
that his earlier insistence on a 
“political” accord was a flexible 
toncept, and that what essentially 
mattered was the content of the 
agreement rather than its legal or 
diplomatic label. 

Well-placed observers believe that 
the Premier may have been con- 
templating the possibility of a more 
modest second-stage, in the event 
that Egypt cannot or will not con- 
sider ἃ more major move towards 
peace, 

Israel would retain its strategic 
fortifications at the Mitla, and thus 
avoid sinking hundreds of millions 
of pounds into new defence lines 
in the desert sands. 

These observers reported that Mr.

He 
added that he did not believe that 
“I would be contributing to pro- 
gress by adding my voice to all the 
perhaps excessive speculations that 
have already been made." He ex- 
Pressed the hope, none the less, “that

El Al pilots stage 
Shabbat strike in 
travel tax protest

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — ΕΒ] ΑἹ 
was grounded yesterday when re- 
presentatives of the national 
carrier's pilots and flight engineers, 
in a curt note sent to the manage- 
Ment, announced that they would 
henceforth “refuse to fly on the 

Holy Shabbat.” 

The sanctity of the day did not 
prevent the staff committee from 
convening yesterday afternoon to 
discuss further steps against the 
imposition of a (reduced) 11.200 
travel tax on all non-duty and an- 
nual vacation flights they and all 
members of their families are en- 
titled to. Hitherto these tickets were 
issued tax free. 

The travel tax imposed on ordin- 
ary citizens is 0750 plus 15 per cent 
of the ticket price. 

The pilots’ note said that their 
restrictions would take effect as 
of ‘this Shabbat, December 7, and 
that they would henceforth consider 
themselves “as all other citizens 
of the State — with no special 
privileges but also without any spe- 
cial obligations.” 

The “Shabbat strike” led to the 
early and immediate cancellation 
of a Teheran flight which had been 
delayed on Friday by bad weather 
over Iran instead of taking off at 
7 am. as scheduled, it was held back 
for an afternoon departure 
stranding a total of 189 passengers 
(139 to Teheran and an additional 
150 waiting there for the return 
filght on Saturday to Ben-Gurion 
Airport). : 

The cancellation of the Teheran 
filght was regarded as particularly 
serious, since its passengers had 
made their way~to the~airport in 
bad weather and with makeshift ar- 
Tangements, since the airport ter- 
minal collapsed last Thursday, kill- 
ing 16 people.* 

Four additional flights were 
scratched yesterday evening. All 
were homebound, Flights 478, 358 
and 476, from Paris, Frankfurt and 
London via Rome. The fourth, un- 
listed, was to bring new immigrants 
to Israel. 


El ΑἹ, in condemning the strike, 

Pointed out that the pilots were be- 
ing asked to share only a very 
modest part of the burden shoulder- 
ed by all Israeli citizens and that 
they were some of the very few to 
Bain from the recent devaluation of 
the Israel pound. 
_ A spokesman for the cockpit 
crews, Nisan Galmor, yesterday em- 
phatically denied that the crews 
were demanding a revision of the 
L200 travel tax slapped on vaca- 
tions for crews and their families. 
Galmor said that the reason for the 
strike was the continued delay in 
legalizing the income tax arrange- 
ment for the crews’ foreign currency 
earnings, 

He said the cockpit crews had no 
financial claims on the company 
and that they would continue "ἕο 
work “without regard for hours or 
assignments more difficult than 
those imposed on any other airline 
crews.” 

He said no decision had been 
taken about next Shabbat. Asked 
about the letter the workers had 
reportedly sent to El Al, he said it 
Was a company attempt to slander 
the crews.

There wasn’t a taxi to be had 
on the streets of Jerusalem from 
Friday afternoon to 5 o'clock yes- 
terday evening because of a strike 
in protest against the city's demoli- 
fion of an ilegally-built Arab taxi 
stand near the Old City's Jaffa 
Gate. 

The 450 drivers who usually work 
on Shabbat — including Jews who 
supported their Arab colleagues — 
stayed at home by order of the 
Jerusalem Taxi Owners Association. 
Their demand for a signed promise 
from Mayor Teddy Kollek to obtein 
@ permit for a new stand, made of 
stone rather than of aluminium, 
was not met. 

Municipal spokesman Yona Yahav 
said last night that the City was 
surprised that the drivers resorted 
to a strike because Deputy Mayor 
Meron Benvenisti had asked a City 
architect to draw up plans for a 
stone booth in a suitable location 
— something the City has never 
done before — rather than wait 
for plans submitted by the drivers 
themselves. 


The police reported no incidents 
arising from the strike. 

The taxi drivers will decide in 
the next few days on the possibilty 
of a weekday strike throughout the 
country. Responding to that threat, 
Yahav said, “the Municipality does 
not bow to pressure.” 

Knesset Interior Committee chair- 
man Yosef Tamir said last night 
that his body would give Mayor 
Teddy Kollek every possible support 
in his drive to prevent the erection 
of unauthorized buildings such es 
the Jaffa gate taxi stand. 

Tamir told The Poet: “In no other

At a certain point, the terrorist 
fired two bursts through the win- 
dow and cried out, probably when 
he was hit. 

When the soldiers entered the 
flat, they found the terrorist lying 
on the toilet floor. He was about 
20 years old, with megroid features 
and dark skin. He wore ἃ black 
frogman’s suit with two yellow 
stripes and over this an airman's 
jacket with a fur collar. 

Beside him the soldiers found a 
new Kalachnikov assault rifle and 
some magazines, but no explosives 
or leaflets. At the same time De- 
fence Minister Shimon Peres, ac- 
companied by his special adviser, 
Aluf (res.) Mordechai Hod, arrived 
in the kibbutz and held 2 meeting 
with army officers in the area. He 
then met with several kibbutz meni- 
bers. 

Mr. Peres went to see children 
studying in the bomb shelters while 
others prepared a Hanukka party. 


“ὍΣ his way back to Tel Aviv he 


held a short meeting with the press 
in which he sald in reply to a ques- 
tion that the army and the kibbutz 
members reacted fast and well. 

Be also said, referring to Leba- 
non, that every country is respon- 
sible for what happens within its 
borders. 

After the shooting, troops began 
to search the nelghbourhood. Road- 
blocks were thrown up and the 
schools at and near the kibbutz 


remained closed. Every house on 
the northern fringe of the kibbutz, 
many of them empty, was searched 
room by room by the soldiers, guid- 
ed by two kibbutz members. When 
one of them, Yoav Tomer, opened 
a lavatory door, he was greeted by 
a burst of automatic fire which 
slightly grazed him. Another kib- 
butanik and soldiers fired back and, 
entering cautiously, found a dead 
Arab inside. 

No identity papers and no leaf- 
leta were found on the body of the 
terrorist and there is no clue as yet 
to which organization he belongs. 
The PLO radio in Lebanon reported 
on ‘Friday that its forces “had en- 
gaged the Israel army in combat 
and had inflicted casualties.” 

Throughout Western Galilee a 
state of preparedness continued all 
day. Reporters of all news media 
were denied access to the kibbutz. 
Yoel Dar, covering for the radio 
and “Davar," said the O.C. North- 
ern Command even forbade kibbutz 
members to talk to the press. 

When Aluf Sitan noticed that 
press photographer Oscar Tauber 
was taking his picture he shouted 
at him, “Stop it. 1} take the film 
out and hit your face.” 


While Mr. Peres spoke to the 
press and was photographed, 
Aluf ‘Eitan gave the press 


eorps brusque and impatient treat- 
ment. The army spokesman tried in 
vain to obtain permission for the 
media men to enter the kibbutz. 


Only later were two kibbutz mem- 
bers allowed to meet the press out- 
side its perimeter. 

AH day Friday and Saturday,

Members of Kibbutz Rosh Hani- 
kra and residents of other settle- 
ments in the area sald life conti- 
nued as usual in the area in spite 
‘af some police road blocks: With 
only a few exceptions, schools were 
opened as were factories and other 
work places in Western Galilee.

NEW, YORK (JTA). — The “New 
York Times" said in an editorial 
yesterday that President Ford’s 
“cautious suggestion” that the Ge- 
neva conference might be useful in 
furthering Arab-Israeli talks offer- 
ed the possibility of a “flexible new 
approach” to the current impasse.

France joins Soviet in 
call for East-West 
security talks 


Giscard d’Estaing and Brezhnev 
wound up their talks more than one 
hour earlier than scheduled yester- 
day at the 14th century Chateau de 
Rambouillet, where the Soviet leader 
stayed during his visit. 

The two leaders made no joint 
appearance before reporters which 
some officials had promised they’ 


would do. No explanation was given . 


for this. 
The fact Brezhnev sometimes 


looked tired during his stay here . 


prompted rumours that he may not 
be in the best of health. But Soviet

While France took a firm posi- 
tion om the need for Israel to with- 
draw its troops from Arab territory, 
the final 6 reafirmed the 
French and Soviet view that Israel 
had the right to exist inside safe 
and recognized borders. 

The communique said the legitim- 
ate rights of the Palestinian people 
must be taken into account in a 
peace settlement, which it said must 
be on the basis of resolutions pessed 
by the United Nations and which 
should respect the right to an in- 
dependent existence of all states in 
the area. 

On Cyprus, the communique said 
a settlement must be based on 
scrupulous respect of the indepen- 
dence, ty and territorial 
integrity of the island. It called for 
the rapid withdrawal of all foreign 
froopa from Cyprus, where Turkish 
forces occupy Greek-Cypriot zones. 

The communique hailed an agree- 
ment signed Friday aimed at doubi- 
ing trade between the two countries 
within five years, and said France 
and the Soviet Union attached great 
importance to the development of 
their bilateral relations.

Vietnam clashes 


for rice crop 


SAIGON (Reuter). — South Viet- 
nam and Vietcong forces yesterday 
stepped up their fight for control 
of the rich winter rice crop now 
being harvested in the Mekong 
Delta. 

Military sources reported at least 
800 casualties on both sides in en- 
gagements across the country in a 
24-hour period. The two sides 
blamed each other for the upsurge 
in fighting in the Delta. 

A: Vietcong spokesman. accused 
government forces of stepping up 
attacks throughout South Vietnam, 
particularly in the Mekong Delta, 
where he said the government had 
launched a “rice-looting operation.” 

The Saigon_command reported 275 
incidents in” the period, marking 
the highest level of fighting since 
July 14 this year. It said 206 of 
these were clashes and shelling at- 
tacks in the Mekong Delta. The 
command reported 46 Communist 
troops killed, with government los- 
ses of six dead, eight wounded and 
three missing.

‘Good faith’

The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Tel Aviv District Court delivered on 
April 12, 1973 (in C.A, 4/72), 

The appellants, building contrac- 
tors, constructed an office in the area 
under th: pillars of a cooperative 
house against the wishes of the 
ecene tas owners who subsequently

Both the ‘Tel ‘Aviv Magistrate's 
Court and District Court found that 
the office had been unlawfully con- 
structed and should be demolished. 
The contractors appealed against 
the District Court judgment to the 
Supreme Court, their counsel ar- 
guing that there was no basis in 
the contracts between his clients and 
the purchasers of the apartments 
in the building which prohibited 
the former from constructing an 
office between the pillars, on the 
strength of the building-permit they 
had received.

The latest judi- 
cial precedents, too, he continued, 
bear out this interpretation, laying 
down, as they do, that both common 
honesty and the principle that a per- 
son who contracts to confer a benetit 
on another must not deliberately 
detract from the other’s enjoyment 
of the benefit should be deemed to 
be implied terms In any agreement 
of sale since the enactment of sec- 
tion 6 of the Sale Law (see ΟἿΑ. 
242-0 2 P.D, 24-62). 


Turning to the particular case un- 
der consideration Justice Kister not- 
ed that the appellants had argued 
that all they had undertaken to do 
was to provide the respondents with 
apartments, and this they had done.

For there is no doubt whatsoever 
that section 6 of the Sale Law 
requires them to use their right to 
attach part of the common property 
to specific units in good faith and 
in accordance with accepted prac- 
tiee (as, for example, attaching 
parking places to individual apart- 
ments), and does not entitle them 
to take part of the common pro- 
perty for their own use. 

In conclusion Justice Kister noted 
that he could do no better than 
refer to the appropriate Jewish Law 
in order to define what a seller's 
duty to act in good faith is: “Thou 
shalt not cheat or mislead in trade." 
There is no doubt, he concluded, 
that a seller who intends reducing 
an apartment purchaser's enjoyment 
of his property by lopping off part 
of the common property without 
his knowledge would be misleading 
the purchaser and contravening the 
terms of section 6. ‘en!

U.S. TRADE PACT WON’T HELP IMMIGRATION’ 
Russia’s ‘mountain Jews’ live in fear 


By BARRY JAMES 


MOSCOW.— 
WHEN NEWS first reached here of the 
reported deal to exchange American trade 
benefits for a Soviet pledge to ease emi- 
gration restrictions, the first question asked 
by many Jews was: ‘Who will control such 
an agreement? 

Their fear was that in such a closed ‘so- 
ctety as this, the authorities could continue 
with impunity to harass Jewa who sought 
to emigrate. 

The question does not vitally concern the 
educated, articulate minority of Jews in 
Moscow and Leningrad who are in con- 
stant contact with Western Jewish organi- 
zations and foreign correspondents. But 
Jews of all conditions Hve throughout the 
Soviet Union, isolated not only from the 
‘West but often also from their fellow-Jews 
in other parts of the country. 

Sow would they be likely to fare under 
the agreement? To find out, a group of 
Jewish activists fram Moscow decided to 
travel to various representative parts of 
the Soviet Union. 

As a result of the investigation, nine 
activists issued an open letter to President 
Ford alleging that KGB security forces 
“are doing everything they can to ensure 
that... there should remain a8 few people 
as possible ready to use their right to emi- 
grate” once the Soviet-American agreement 
comes into force.
